WITHTHOMAS 


Sousa Recalls Occasion Of 
Playing With Chicago 
Conductor 


In October, 1892. I had the honor 

play in conjunction with Theodore 

homas’ Orchestra at the dedication 
@f the World's Fair building in Chi- 
cago. The program consisted, among 
other numbers, of Columbus, a march 
and hymn for orchestra, military band 
and chorus, written by John Knowles 
Paine of the Faculty of Harvard Uni- 
versity I had very thoroughly re- 
hearsed the music we were to play in 
combination with the orchestra, and 
a general rehearsal was held in the 
auditorium. Mr. Thomas stopped the 
orchestra in the middle of the num- 
ber and turning to my band said, 
“Souso Band, start it from the begin- 
ning” He went through it, without 
once stopping them. Then he turned 
to me—I was sitting with Mr, Blake- 
ly in the front seat of the auditorium 
—and smilingly said, “I thank you for 
the pains you have taken.” After the 
rehearsal he came over to me and 
said, “Let's get some lunch.” We sat 
in the audi m hotel restaurant un- 
til after six. It was one of the hap- 
piest afternoons of my life. Thomas 
was one of the greatest conductors 
that ever lived 

Pleased Him 

It pleased my fancy to compare 
Thomas’ career with my own, for they 
were much alike. He had played sec- 


ond horn in a United States navy 
band stationed at Portsmouth, Vir- 
ginia, when was but 13; I had 
played second mbone in the marine 
band at Wa ton when I was 13. 


He had played the violin for dancing; 


so had I. He had become an orches- 
tral violinist, and so had I. | He was 
an American by adoption, coming 
from Essen, Bast Friesland, at the age 
of 10. I was an American by birth 
but my parents were Portuguese and 
German. He had conducted an opera 
at sight without ever having seen per- 
formance or score before; I had done 
the same thing for a German opera 
company in Washington 
ductor missed the train, and I con- 
ducted “A Night tn Granada,” by 
Kreutzer, without ever having seen 
anything but the overture.) 

Great Violinist 


I have heard it said of Thomas that 
&@ great violinist was side-tracked to 
become the greatest conductor in the 
world. No wonder I was thrilled to 
be with him! He ordered luncheon and 
then became reminiscent, and told me 
& number of interesting stories about 
his early career. He laughed espe- 
cially over the memory of a concert in 
Terrace Garden, in New York. He 
had placed on the program a piece 
entitied, “The Linnet Polka,” for two 
piccolos, and he prevailed upon the 
piccolo players to get up into the 
trees. When the audience heard the 
sounds coming through the foliage 
above, they applauded so heartily that 
it was obvious that the performance 
was a real “hit.” 

I told Thomas that my eanly dream 
of heaven was his rendering of Schu- 
mann’s Traumerei in Washington 
when I was a little fellow.—John 
Philip Sousa, in “Marching Along.”

Substitution of mechanical music in 
has often been observed 
that the pleasure and contentment

LARGELY MENTAL TROUBLE 


As a timely interruption to talk 
about hard times, dull trade and un- 
employment, comes the news that the 
people of Canada during March piled 
$15,575,817 in the savings departments 
of the banks, bringing their accumula- 
tions in those repositories up to the 
snug sum of $1,455,511,592. 

When a nation of less than ten mil- 
lion people are sympathizing with them- 
selves because business is unusually 
slack, that accumulation of nearly one 
and one-half billion dollars in savings 
simply does not fit into the picture. And 
as March is one of the quiet months of 
the year, the residents of the Dominion 
would have a hard time explaining to 
people in other countries how it comes 
that they were able to lay away more 
than fifteen and a half millions of sur- 
plus earnings while they were suffering 
from a severe business depression. 

The people of Canada are not hard 
up; they only think they are. There is 
no lack of capital in the country, and no 
lack of opportunities for the profitable 
investment of it. What is mainly wrong 
is that a considerable section of the pub- 
lic are indulging in a fit of the “dumps” 
because things went askew in the stock 
markets and the wheat markets. Con- 
ditions will right themselves as the dis- 
appointed ones stop thinking about 
what might have been and start think- 

ng about what may be. 
THE RECORD 

With the exception of a brief inter- 
val in 1926, the present administration 
has been in office since 1921, though 
during the first of these two parliamen- 
tary terms it held office by grace of a 
group that was nominally in opposition. 
During those eight and a half years 
Canada lifted itself out of a state of 
general demoralization such as it had 
not known before to a> condition of 
prosperity which rivalled that of the 
United States. 

No Government could claim credit 
for bringing about such a change in 
conditions lone-handed. But no gov- 
ernment holding office while such a 
change took place, could be fairly ar- 
raigned as having pursued policies which 
failed to give leadership, direction, and 
inspiration to the nationgl effort. Can- 
ada never could have achieved what it 
has achieved in the last nine years un- 
der a government which failed in these 
particulars, 

Governments do not make countries 
prosperous; the industry and enterprise 
of their peoples alone can do that. But 
governments can encourage prosperity 
or hamper it, according as public pol- 
icy is framed to give scope and incen- 
tive to production and trade or to 
thwart and hinder these processes. 
When a country has been unquestion- 
ably prosperous—as Canada has been— 
the case is proved that it has been un- 
der the direction of a government that 
was a help, and not a hindrance, to pro- 
gress. 


MORE FORESTS NEEDED? 
People in other parts of the west will 
have learned with interest, and perhaps 
with some envy, that northern Alberta 
has been getting rainfall in even larger 
quantities than was desired, culminating 
in floods which put the E. D. and B. C. 

railway temporarily out of business 
While there has been a genera! com- 
plaint of scant rainfall throughout the 
prairie section of the west. and in the 
older settled sections of this province 


where the land has been cleared, the 
northern districts have during the 
spring reported a supply of moisture 


that has been generally sufficient all 
the way from Grande Prairie to Cold 
Lake, 

There is nothing unusual! in this. In 
former years when crops in the open 
country were suffering for lack of rain, 
the farming areas in Peace River have 
been enjoying normal growing condi- 
tions. For whatever reason, the fact 

to be established that rainfal! 
is more dependable in the northern and 
wooded districts than elsewhere in the 
west, and that rainfall in centra! A\l- 
berta is tending to diminish. 

It would be interesting to hear from 


the forestry experts at this juncture as 
to how far this may be due to the influ- 
ence of extensive wooded areas in the 


north country. It may be significant | 
that the Prairie river, the Driftpile river 
and the Swan river, which temporarily 
dislocated the E. D. and B. C. railway, 
all rise in the Swan Hills and drain the 
large forest reserve along the south side | 
of Lesser Slave Lake. ere may be a | 
significance also in the fact that the Ed- 
monton district appears to be getting | 
drier as the bush is cleared away. | 
This subject of the influence of for- | 
ests upon climate, and particularly up- 
on rainfall, is one to which the govern- 
ments of the western provinces should 
give serious attention when they come 
to take charge of the natural resources 
and organize forestry departments. If 
| 


the creation of extensive forest areas 


in the prairie sections of the west would 
tend to induce there the ample rainfall 
that occurs normally in the northern 
wooded districts, the establishment of 
such areas would be cheap even at the 
Ment considerable cost that would be en- 
tailed.

Death of Thomas Edmondson, June 22, 1851. Thomas Edmondson does 
not find fame among the Cromwells of history. His name, however, raises 
a very interesting subject: that of railways and that precious piece of 
pasteboard which old ladies are accused of always having mislaid when 
required-—the railway ticket. For he is credited 
with its invention, or rather the idea of printing 
it by machinery. It would appear that Edmond- 
son was not only ingenious, but one of those 
people who are always trying to find the easiest 
way of doing things. He seems to have failed 
creditably at a good many things before he found 
it necessary to take an interest in tickets as a 
railway clerk. In his day paper tickets were 
issued and each ticket had to be filled in for each 
passenger. Apparently Edmondson got ‘“fed-up” 
with this work, and in 1837 it occurred to him 
the things might be printed on one uniform sys- 
tem, A Dublin watchmaker helped him to carry 
Was NO ENO OF AN Gut the idea, The Manchester and Leeds railway 
ADVENTURE. were the first to adopt his invention.

A ticket of this kind 
could, of course, be collected and re-issued from any station on the line to 
the particular station named on the disc, although this system must have 
provided plenty of opportunitie for the unscrupulous person to “do” the 
railway. At one time all tickets were collected at the barrier before enter- 
ing the train.

WHITBY, Ont., June 21.—Stout de- 
fence of the Dunning budget and 
criticism of Hon. R. B. Bennett, Con- 
servative leader, marked the address 
Gelivered here Friday night by 
William H. Moore, after he had an- 
nounced his resignation from the 
dominion tariff board and acceptance 
of the Liberal nomination for Ontario 
cour 
In stating his willingness to oppose 
Dr. T. M. Kaiser, conservative candi- 
Gate in the riding, Mr. Moore declared 
he was entering the field because he 
no longer could preserve the enforced 
silence of a government position in 
the face of the attack launched at him 
by Mr. Bennett in the House of 
Commons last session and continued 
by him in a speech at Regina. | 

“Slush Fund” 

The former tariff board chairman 
Categoricaly denied he had ever 
handied “slush funds” for the old 
Mackenzie and Mann railway in- 
terests, builders of the Canadian 
Northern Ratlway. “I have just one 
question to ask Mr. Bennett and shall | 
put it in the kindest possible way,”| 
said Mr. Moore in denying the allega- 
tions 

“Ask Mr. Bennett were his ser- | 
vices or the services of his firm ever 
sold to corporations having legis- | 
lative interests during the times he 
represented the people of this coun- 
try in the legislature or in 
parliament.” 

“I propose to give blow for blow, 
but my blows will be honest, clean, 
delivered without gloves, straight from 
the shoulder,” said Mr. Moore. 

“When Mr. Bennett was called upon 
to criticize the budget,” he said. “and 
tell the people of Canada wherein it) 
failed to meet the country’s needs, he! 
told them instead that Moore had 
bandied slush funds of Mackenzie and 
At that time Mr. Bennett had 
the privilege of the House of Com- 
mons and I was in the government 
service. That unequal situation no 
longer exists.” 

Mr. Moore repudiated the statement 
of Hon R B. Bennett, made at Re- 
gina, that the budget was his and not 
Mr. Dunnings. The minister of finance 
Was the master mind behind it, he 
said. The tariff board did not make 
tariff schedules, he stated, but simply 
submitted its findings and investiga- 
tions to the department of finance. 
The Conservative leader, he claimed. 
was trying to draw the tariff board 
into polities. He referred to the work 
of the board and stated that all times 
it endeavored to be nonpartisan. Its 
work was exhaustive and valuable. 
Experts were employed to provide the 
board with information regardless of 
political creed. 

Praising the budget, the speaker 
contended that Canada had Jong out- 
grown the national policy and it had) 
never et any time brought prosperity 
to the Dominion 

“Today you hear from Tory pilat- 
forms that the Grits have stolen the 
Tories clothes,” he said. “Now, it may 
be that the Tories are cold, it may te 
they are without clothes, but the 
Grits didn’t steal them.
